VETCH  BRUCHID  SURVEY 
June — July  1%3

A.  shorta'^e  in  the  sunply  of  seed  needed  for  the  planting  of  hairy 
vetch  as  a cover  crop  in  the  Southeastern  States  has  prom.pted  the  Food  Pro- 
duction A-dministration  to  consider  measures  for  encoura^ring  the  production 
of  hairy  vetch  seed  in  certain  of  these  States  and  in  Michigan.  It  thus 
became  advisable  to  determine  vrhether  or  not  the  vetch  bruchid,  Bruchus 
brachial! 5 Fahr.,  occurs  in  these  present  and  prospective  hairy  vetch  seed 
producing  areas.  A reconnaissance  survey  of  vetch-grovving  counties  in  these 
States  has  therefore  been  made  to  secure  such  information  as  could  be  assem- 
bled while  field  conditions  were  still  fairly  favorable  to  the  discovery  of 
the  bruchid  if  present. 

Frcm  surveys  made  in  previous  years  the  vetch  bruchid  was  already  kiown 
to  be  present  in  all  the  Atlantic  States  from  New  Jersey  to  T-eorgia,  in- 
clusive. More  recent  surveys,  including  those  during  the  current  season, 
have  revealed  the  presence  of  this  insect  in  the  follov^ing  States  and  counties;

Other  counties  where  hairy  vetch  vras  reported  to  be  grovm  vrere  sur- 
veyed this  year  in  the  States  listed  above,  and  also  in  eastern,  central  and 
northern  Arkansas,  northern  Louisiana,  Michigan,  central  and  eastern  Okla- 
homa, and  eastern  Texas,  Yslth  negative  results.  Surveys  in  vetch-growing 
districts  of  California  have  also  been  made  in  previous  years  vjithout  finding 
this  bruchid. 
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
